MUMBAI The only gunman captured by police 
after a string of attacks on Mumbai told 
authorities he belonged to the Pakistani mil- 
itant group Lashkar-e-Taiba, a senior police 
officer said Sunday 

Police have said lo gunmen terror- 
ized Mumbai during a 6 o -hour siege, and 
all but one were shot dead. Joint Police 
Commissioner Rakesh Maria said the assail- 
ant now in custody told police the group had 
intended to hit more targets during their 
attacks on India’s financial capital that left at 
least 174 dead and about 240 injured. 

The rampage began Wednesday and ended 
Saturday Among the foreigners killed were 
six Americans. 

Lashkar-e-Taiba has long been seen as a cre- 
ation of the Pakistani intelligence service to 
help wage its clandestine war against India in 
disputed Kashmir. 


Police arrested the 
lone surviving mili- 
tant, Ajmal Qasab, 
and Maria said he 
confessed his links to 
Lashkar during interrogation. 

‘Ajmal Qasab has received training in a L-e-T 
training camp in Pakistan,” he said. “Our inter- 
rogation indicates that the terrorists had other 
places that they also intended to target.” 

Maria declined to offer any other details. 

Earlier, a U.S. counterterrorism official had 
said some “signatures of the attack” were con- 
sistent with Lashkar and Jaish-e-Mohammed, 
another group that has operated in Kashmir. 
Both are reported to be linked to A 1 Qaeda. 

Lashkar was banned in Pakistan in 2002 
under pressure from the U.S., a year after 
Washington and Britain listed it as a terrorist 
group. The Pakistani government offered no 
immediate response. 


Instant messages 

When gunmen started spraying 
Mumbai with bullets and seizing the 
city’s landmarks, countless people 
around the globe turned not to the TV 
or the radio for news, but to each other. 

Sites like Twitter and Flickr buzzed 
with eyewitness accounts from India’s 
financial capital, providing some of the 
first photos of the besieged targets 
and serving as a forum for pleas for 
updates on friends and family. 

Photos posted on Flickr just 90 
minutes after the attacks had been 
viewed at least 110,000 times by 
Sunday. 

Twitter users, who simply tagged 
their comments “mumbai,” traded 
information at a rate of 50-100 posts 
a minute in messages that were 
sometimes wrong, often fragmented, 
but always instant. A Google map of 
the targets was created hours after 
the violence began and had received 
375,000 hits as of Sunday, ap

Not only are Americans flying less as the 
economy tanks, but also they’re spending less 
time scouting the Internet for travel deals, 
creating an unprecedented drop in traffic for 
online travel agencies 
like Chicago-based 
Orbitz. 

As days shorten 
and the air chills, 
consumers typically 
start to plan winter 
getaways, making 
October one of the 
busiest months of 
the year for Internet 
travel sites, analysts 
said. 

Not this year. As 
consumer confidence 
reached historic lows 
in October, the vol- 
ume of visitors to 
Web travel portals 
declined 14 percent, year over year, to 38.2 
million, according to ComScore, a market 
research firm that tracks Internet traffic. Web 
traffic fell for nearly every major airline site. 

Hardest hit were the three online pow- 
erhouses that have dominated bookings for 
much of this decade. Web traffic at Expedia 
sites plunged 25 percent, to 18.2 million visi- 
tors, while travelocity.com and Orbitz saw 16 
percent and 23 percent drops, respectively 

The falloff in traffic was unparalleled for 
the three online agencies, which grew by 
leaps and bounds during the economic slow- 
down that followed the Sept, ii attacks as 
many consumers for the first time turned to 
the Internet to unearth bargains. 

Anticipating tougher times ahead, Orbitz 
last month announced plans to reduce its 
U.S. workforce by 10 percent by the end of 
the year. 

It’s the latest sign of new woes bewildering 
the travel industry After dodging the effects 
of sky-high fuel prices during the first half of 
the year, airlines, hotels, rental car companies 
and tour operators are struggling with a steep 
and sudden drop-off in demand from both 
corporate and leisure travelers. 

“What’s happening in 2008 is a universal 
buckling down,” said Sara Stevens, a vice 
president and head of the travel and retail 
practices for Virginia-based ComScore.

It seems the world’s worst-kept secret will 
formally be revealed on Monday the day 
Hillary Clinton is expected to be intro- 
duced as President-elect Obama’s choice 
for secretary of state, 

A deal with Clinton’s husband, Bill 
Clinton, over his post-White House 
work helped clear the way for her to join 
Obama’s national security team, reshaping 
a once-bitter rivalry into a high-profile 
strategic and diplomatic union, 

Obama’s choice of Hillary Clinton was 
an extraordinary gesture of goodwill after 
a year in which the two rivals competed 
for the Democratic nomination in a long, 
bitter primary battle. 

They clashed repeatedly on foreign 
affairs, Obama criticized Clinton for her 
vote to authorize the Iraq war, Clinton 
said Obama lacked the experience to be 
president, and she chided him for saying 
he would meet with leaders of nations such 
as Iran and Cuba without conditions. 

The bitterness began melting away in 
June after Clinton ended her campaign and 
endorsed Obama, She went on to campaign 
for him in his general election contest 
against Republican Sen, John McCain, 
Advisers said Obama had for several 
months envisioned Clinton as his top 
diplomat, and he invited her to Chicago to 
discuss the job just a week after the Nov 4 
election. The two met privately Nov 13 in 
Obama’s transition office downtown, 
Clinton was said to be interested and then 
to waver, concerned about relinquishing her 
Senate seat and the political independence 
it conferred. Those concerns were largely 


resolved after Obama assured her she 
would be able to choose a staff and have 
direct access to him, advisers said, 

Obama is to be joined by the New York 
senator at a Chicago news conference 
Monday, Democratic officials said, when 
he also planned to announce that Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates would remain in 
his job for a year or more,The officials 
requested anonymity because they were 
not authorized to speak publicly. 

To make it possible for his wife to 
become the top U,S, diplomat, the officials 
said, former President Clinton agreed: 

» To disclose the names of every contributor 
to his foundation since its inception in 1997 
and all contributors going forward, 
n To refuse donations from foreign 
governments to the Clinton Global 
Initiative, his annual charitable 
conference, 

j» To cease holding CGI meetings overseas, 
» To volunteer to step away from day-to- 
day management of the foundation while 
his wife is secretary of state, 

» To submit his speaking schedule to 
review by the State Department and 
White House counsel, 

» To submit any new sources of income to 
a similar ethical review 
Bin Clinton’s business deals and global 
charitable endeavors had been expected to 
create problems. But in negotiations with 
the Obama transition team, the former 
president agreed to measures designed to 
bring transparency to those activities, 

“It’s a big step,” said Sen, Richard Lugar 
of Indiana, the top Republican on the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, who 
said he plans to vote to confirm Clinton, 
The former president long had refused 
to disclose the identities of contributors to 
his foundation, saying many gave money 
on condition that they not be identified, 
Lugar said there still would be 
“legitimate questions” raised about the

former president’s extensive international 
involvement, “I don’t knowhow, given all 
of our ethics standards now, anyone quite 
measures up to this who has such cosmic 
ties, but „, hopefully, this team of rivals wiU 
work,” Lugar said. 

Some Democrats and government 
insiders have questioned whether 
Clinton is too independent and politically 
ambitious to serve Obama as secretary of 
state. But a senior Obama adviser has said 
the president-elect had been enthusiastic 
about naming Clinton to the position from 
the start, believing she would bring instant 
stature and credibility to U,S, diplomatic 
relations and the advantages to her serving 
far outweigh potential downsides, 

Clinton “is known throughout the world, 
very smart, a little harder line than Senator 
Obama took during the campaign,” said 
Sen, Lindsey Graham, R-S,C,, a close 
McCain friend and adviser who is on the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, 

Sen, Jack Reed, D-R,L, a senior member 
of the Armed Services Committee, said 
the Clintons will have to tread carefully to 
avoid the appearance of conflicts, 

“The presumption wiU be that both 
Secretary of State Clinton and former 
President Clinton will be very judicious in 
what they take on because there’s a new 
dimension here,” Reed said, “I think they’ve 
put up a good framework. This disclosure, 
this transparency is the right way to go,”

Thousands of holiday travelers leaving 
O’Hare found plenty of cabs waiting in 
line outside the airport Sunday despite 
the decision of some drivers to strike that 
afternoon in protest of current fare rates. 

Taxi driver advocacy group United 
Taxidrivers Community Council said driv- 
ers want a i6 percent fare raise byjan. i. The 
council said most drivers work 12-hour days 
and make less than minimum wage even 
though living expenses continue to rise. 

Not all of the city’s approximately 
15,000 drivers belong to the group, and 
some other taxi groups opposed the 
group’s call for a strike. The Chicago 
Professional Taxicab Drivers Association 
said its members would not strike in fear 
of angering customers during a troubled 
economy 

Fayez Khozindar, United Taxidrivers’ 
chairman, said Sunday that drivers for the 
strike also want fares to be revised every 
two years. 

“We’re sending a message to the city 
We’re not trying to inconvenience the pub- 
lic,” Khozindar said of striking. Khozindar 
said he believes about 3,500 drivers stayed 
home Sunday United Taxidrivers orga- 
nizers said they are considering another 
strike in the next 10 days— or perhaps on 
New Tear’s Eve. 

But that may not be enough to make the 
impact organizers had hoped. At O’Hare 
on Sunday afternoon, cabs kept coming 
in a steady stream, and travelers had short 
wait times. Workers flagging down cabs 
said they did not notice fewer cabs than 
usual. 

Neither did O’Hare traveler Jacqueline 
Dispoto, a marketing executive based in 
Alaska who comes to Chicago about 10 
times a year. She said she thinks the $45 
she typically spends on a ride from O’Hare 
to the Loop, including tip, is reasonable 
compared with prices in New Tbrk and 
L.A. Dispoto said it’s easy to understand 
why many drivers, even if they want to 
increase fares, didn’t skip work on a holi- 
day weekend. 

“There’s a lot of money to be made 
today,” she said.

Not construction or 
weather-related— the 
Obama kind

Chicago drivers are adjusting to a new reality 
since the election: Wherever President-elect 
Obama goes, traffic disruptions follow 
Traffic tie-ups also precede his high-security 
escort from his home in Kenwood to federal 
offices in the Loop and anywhere else the soon- 
to-be commander-in-chief may travel, even to 
nosh on a corned beef sandwich at a deli. 

Some drivers are quicker than others when 
it comes to learning that the absolute worst 
time for a motorist to appear impatient, men- 
acing, curious or even plain stupid is when the 
presidential motorcade is passing by 

A few incidents have occurred in which 
Chicago drivers failed to yield properly to 
Obama’s heavily armed caravan of Secret 
Service and Chicago police black SUVs and 
other vehicles ablaze in flashing lights. 

It can lead to trouble. And offenders should 
not count on receiving a presidential pardon. 

On Saturday night, the motorcade carry- 
ing the president-elect, his wife, Michelle, 
and a friend, Marty Nesbitt, was headed 


north on Lake Shore Drive en route to din- 
ner at Frontera Grill on Clark Street down- 
town. 

A car pulled alongside the convoy just 
south of McCormick Place, according to a 
pool report filed by a news reporter assigned 
to the Obamas. A Chicago police squad car 
quickly intercepted the vehicle and pulled 
the sedan to the side of the road. 

It wasn’t known whether the driver was 
ticketed. But the incident serves as a warning 
that invading what officials consider presi- 
dential personal space could be dangerous. 

“The security of the motorcade is para- 
mount for us, so drivers should take these 
suggestions to heart: Slow down and avoid 
aggressive maneuvers, such as not acting 
courteously and attempting to get close to 
the vehicles and gawk,” said Secret Service 
spokesman Eric Zahren in Washington. 
“The challenge that driving in an aggressive 
manner poses to us is that we don’t know if 
it is intentional or just curiosity” 

In fact, the need for drivers to show defer- 
ence to the presidential motorcade is more of 
an issue in Chicago than it is in Washington. 
That’s because in the nation’s capital, streets 
are completely cordoned off for the presiden- 
tial motorcade, officials said. When asked 


SMOOTH SAILING

After attending a birthday party on 
Nov. 14 in the Gold Coast, the motorcade 
whisked the Obamas home in 16 minutes. 

The quick trip was possible in part 
because police temporarily halted 
southbound traffic on Lake Shore Drive 
to allow the motorcade to pass, as 
some drivers honked their horns at the 
entourage. 

It also helped that the motorcade 
doesn’t stop for red lights-for security 
reasons, of course. 

how the Chicago Police Department is bal- 
ancing Obama’s security with the interests of 
drivers, police spokeswoman Monique Bond 
said drivers must adjust. 

So drivers, take a deep breath. Also, definite- 
ly don’t point a camera or anything else that 
could be interpreted as a possible weapon. 

And always remember why the windows 
are open in the security vehicles leading and 
tailing the president’s car: To give the sharp- 
shooters inside a clean shot.

Chicago man killed in Mumbai 


A Chicago man was among those killed in the 
Mumbai terrorist attacks, family members and 
the head of his Wisconsin-based company con- 
firmed Sunday 

Sandeep “Sam” Jeswani, 43, whose family 
moved to Chicago from India when he was 12, 
was among those killed at the Oberoi Hotel 
when gunmen opened fire on Wednesday, 
according to the wife of a cousin, Nita Santwani, 
of Fairport, N.Y 

Jeswani’s wife said Sunday that her husband 


was killed, but that she and other family mem- 
bers in Chicago were grieving and would have no 
comment about the attack. 

Frederick Robertson, chief executive offi- 
cer of TomoTherapy of Madison, Wis., also on 
Sunday confirmed Jeswani’s death and said that 
Jeswani was an employee. He had been in India 
on business, the CEO said. But citing the wishes 
of Jeswani’s wife, Roberston declined further 
comment. 

Jeswani, a naturalized U.S. citizen, was with 


a group of five other people eating at the hotel 
when the gunmen began shooting, according to 
Santwani. Four others from the group also were 
killed, she said. 

“It’s a shock to the whole family,” Santwani 
said. 

The U.S. State Department would not 
confirm whether Jeswani was among the 
Americans killed in the attacks, saying it would 
not release the names of U.S. citizens killed or 
injured.

Snow or no, overnight 
parking ban in effect 


The City of Chicago will begin to enforce its sea- 
sonal Winter Overnight Parking Ban at 3 a.m. 
Monday for a number of key arterial city streets. 

Motorists should pay attention to the 2-inch 
snow restrictions that, although they are techni- 
cally enforced throughout the year, are a factor 
during the winter months, according to a news 
release from the city’s Department of Streets and 
Sanitation. 

“We depend on our residents with cars to help 
us keep these critical roadways open to full capac- 
ity by obeying our winter parking regulations,” 
Streets and Sanitation Commissioner Michael 
Picardi said in the release. “Working together will 
help to ensure that we all make it through winter 
safely” 

But regardless of snow, the ban will be enforced 
from 3 a.m. to 7 a.m. between Monday and April i. 


Ignoring the signs can cost a violator a minimum 
$150 towing fee, a $50 ticket and a daily storage 
fee of $10 that will increase over time. 

A separate parking ban could be put into place 
in the event of heavy snowfall, the department 
said. 

Both bans will be indicated on permanently 
posted signs along the designated routes. 

Meanwhile, snow and a mix of snow and rain 
made for a messy end to the holiday weekend 
Sunday, with aviation officials reporting flight 
delays of up to an hour along with several cancel- 
lations at O’Hare. 

While up to 6 inches was forecast in some parts 
of the area, a quick survey of RedEye’s Twitter fol- 
lowers late Sunday showed little more than slush 
in and around the city to a couple of inches in 
Elgin.

The driver 
was hospitalized in serious 
condition after crashing into 
the building in the 3300 block 
of West Peterson Avenue about 
10:40 a.m., Roccasalva said. 

The cause of the crash remains 
under investigation.

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Poor grades for high school ethics 


In the past year, 30 percent of U,S, high 
school students have stolen from a store 
and 64 percent have cheated on a test, 
according to a new, large-scale survey 
suggesting that Americans are too apa- 
thetic about ethical standards. 

Educators reacting to the findings 
questioned any suggestion that today's 
young people are less honest than 
previous generations, but several agreed 
that intensified pressures are prompting 
many students to cut corners, 

“The competition is greater, the 


pressures on kids have increased 
dramatically,” said Mel Riddle of the 
National Association of Secondary School 
Principals, “They have opportunities 
their predecessors didn’t have (to cheat). 
The temptation is greater,” 

The Josephson Institute, a Los 
Angeles-based ethics institute, surveyed 
29,760 students at 100 randomly selected 
high schools nationwide, both public 
and private. All students in the selected 
schools were given the survey in class; 
their anonymity was assured. 


CHEATING ON THE RISE 

Other findings from the survey: 

•Cheating in school is rampant 
and getting worse. Sixty-four 
percent of students cheated 
on a test in the past year and 
38 percent did so two or more 
times, up from 60 percent and 35 
percent in a 2006 survey. 
•ThIrty-sIx percent said they 
used the Internet to plagiarize an 
assignment, up from 33 percent 
in 2004. 




» Forty-two percent said they 
sometimes lie to save money-49 
percent of the boys and 36 
percent of the girls. 

» Despite such responses, 93 
percent of the students said they 
were satisfied with their personal 
ethics and character, and 77 
percent affirmed that “when it 
comes to doing what is right, I am 
better than most people I know.”

Struggling Vikings needed this win

MINNEAPOLIS With a gutty goal-line stand 
and one big heave by Gus Frerotte, the 
Minnesota Vikings grabbed control of the 
NFC North and sent Kyle Orton and the 
Bears home with a humbling defeat. 

Seconds after the Bears were stopped 
four times at the i, Bernard Berrian pulled 
in a 99 -yard touchdown pass from Frerotte 
that sent the Vikings to a 34-14 victory and 
sole possession of the division lead Sunday 
night. 


Orton’s team-record streak of 206 
attempts without an interception ended 
with a thud, and Minnesota turned three 
turnovers into 17 second-half points. 
Orton finished ii-for-29 for 153 yards and 
two touchdowns. 

Adrian Peterson had 100 yards by half- 
time and finished with 13 1 yards and a 
touchdown for the Vikings, who enjoyed 
their most lopsided win of the season. 

When the afternoon scores were given 
over the loudspeaker before the game. 


Green Bay’s 35-31 loss to Carolina got a 
hearty cheer. The Packers (5-7) fell two 
games behind after a brutal November, 
and the Vikings (7-5) sailed into the fourth 
quarter of the season with a critical lead 
over the Bears (6-6). 

The possibility of four-game suspensions 
for star defensive tackles Kevin Williams 
and Pat Williams looms for Minnesota, 
and the Bears play three straight weeks 
at home. Clearly, this was one the Vikings 
just had to have.

The Washington Post 

John Flansburgh and John Linnell 
started making music in high school in 
Massachusetts in the late 1970s. 

The duo, now known as They Might 
be Giants, experimented with sounds and 
words on their four-track in their parents’ 
basement. 

“We were the perfect age to get pulled 
into the New Wave explosion. It was a 
very empowering moment for people 
interested in music,” said guitarist and 
vocalist Flansburgh. 

New Wave, he said, resurrected “the 
concise song, compressed thought and 
very direct use of melody All the cool stuff 
about a pop song was brought back.” 

Not exactly the lighthearted banter one 
might expect from the man behind songs 
about palindromes, Shriners loaning people 
cars or Constantinople. But most die-hard 
fans also know that their seemingly silly 
words mean things. 

In the 1980s, Linnell and Flansburgh 


started playing in the East Village of 
New York as part of a performance art 
movement. Their original show included 
“long screaming moments,” 

Flansburgh said. “We were 
more a part of the Zeitgeist 
than we realize.” The two had 
no idea how audiences would 
react to the music. But 10 
minutes into their first show, 
the crowds not only liked it, 
they reacted to it by laughing. 

Flansburgh and Linnell didn’t expect 
the music to take off 

“It sort of morphed into a profession,” 
Flansburgh said. “There was a point before 
we started making a living at it {when} we 
didn’t want to perform to make a living. 
We were really doing it for ourselves.” 
Then he added, “Our culture makes too 
much about being successful.” 

Desired or not, success has found the 
band whose resume includes the music for 
TV’s “The Daily Show With Jon Stewart” 


and “Malcolm in the Middle” and such 
hugely successful songs as “Particle Man” 
and “I Palindrome 1 .” 

With such goofy titles, a fan 
might not realize how seriously 
TMBG takes its music. 

“When we’re putting stuff 
together, we’re drawing on a 
lot of sad stuff, really far afield 
from pop music,” Flansburgh 
said. ‘A lot of what we’re doing 
is contrary motion: melodic 
songs with adult and dire lyrics. That 
combination of things, that little bit of 
opposing musical convention is our secret 
formula.” 

The duo is working on a new album, 
which Flansburgh said is “a little bit more 
experimental.” But, fans, don’t get too 
excited. It won’t be finished for years, he 
said. In the meantime, new and old fans 
can get a taste of the band’s sound by 
downloading free podcasts at dialasong. 
com.

Singer proves she’s 
more than just the 
Material Girl with 
Malawi AIDS film 

Associated Press 

Madonna’s awakening to the crisis in 
Malawi— an impoverished African nation 
where i million children are orphaned by 
AIDS — had many consequences. 

She adopted one of those orphans, 3-year- 
old son David. She is building a school there. 

And she has told Malawi’s story in her docu- 
mentary “I Am Because We Are,” which has its 
TV debut on World AIDS Day 

With an audience thus far limited to iso- 
lated theater screenings, it will be screened 
for everyone with cable at 8 p.m. Monday on 
Sundance Channel. 

The feature-length film was written, pro- 
duced and narrated by Madonna and direct- 
ed by Nathan Rissman. It consults officials 
including former President Bill Clinton and 
Archbishop Desmond Tutu. 

“I had many goals,” said Madonna during 
a phone conversation from her Manhattan 
home recently “I did get to a point where I 
thought, ‘I’m being overambitious. I’m trying 
to say too much. I’ll never accomplish it.’ But 
I feel proud of the fact that I did get to make 
all my points.” 

Among her points: an insistence that any 
crisis comes with solutions, however hard- 
won and piecemeal. 

The film offers its audience a menu of con- 
structive responses. 

“If all you can do is live life in YOUR world 
in a way that shows you are responsible for the 
people around you, that’s a course of action,” 
Madonna said. “People can be of service in 
large ways and small.” 

Madonna didn’t know where Malawi was 
when she was first made aware of the coun- 
try’s problems two years ago, she has said. 

In 2006, a Malawi businesswoman con- 
tacted her through a mutual friend. 


“She said it was a state of emergency,” 
Madonna says in the film. “She sounded 
exhausted and on the verge of tears. I asked 
her how I could help. 

“She said: 'You're a person with resources. 
People pay attention to what you say and do.’ 
I felt embarrassed. I told her I didn’t know 
where Malawi was. She told me to look it up 
on a map and then she hung up on me.” 

Sundance’s airing of “I Am Because We 
Are” maybe coming at a propitious time. 

On the eve of a new presidential adminis- 
tration, Americans seem set on a more ideal- 
istic path, however alarmed they may be by 
economic threats along the way 

“People really are going, ‘Wow! I can no 
longer ignore what’s going on around me.’ 
There are changes in the air,” she said. 

Madonna’s busy schedule continues apace. 
But the artistic life that drives it “is a world 
you create and you inhabit, to express your- 
self, and to inspire and reach out to other 
people,” she said. “It’s also a consolation, a 
place you go to protect yourself” 

That’s true now, in particular, during her 
highly public split with Guy Ritchie, her hus- 
band of eight years, which she described as 
“not easy. I’m not going to lie.” 

Though on a brief New York break from 
her concert tour. Madonna said the day’s long 
to-do list called for this interview to be fol- 
lowed by interviews she would be conducting 
herself: with prospective head mistresses for 
the girls school she is building in Malawi. 

“We’re all going there together at the end 
of March,” she said, referring to David, 8- 
year-old Rocco and 12-year-old Lourdes. 

“I’m very involved in a lot of things that are 
going on there,” she said, and as she makes 
return visits with her kids, she wants them to 
gather insights into the plight of the world’s 
underprivileged. ‘And David’s always going to 
understand where he came from, and what 
his life could have been like.” 

Meanwhile, she hopes her film can spread 
the message to millions more. 

“It has an impact on the people who see 
it,” she said. “The more people, the bigger 
the impact.”

“I got into an argument with someone 
at the Sundance festival who said I have 
to make a choice between being an activ- 
ist and a filmmaker,” the singer said ear- 
lier this year. “That’s rubbish. I’ve been an 
activist and an artist all my life.” 

Those activist flourishes came out dur- 
ing the recent election season. On her 
“Sticky & Sweet Tour,” she worked a shtick 
banning Alaska Gov Sarah Palin from the 
concerts and she projected a montage at 
her shows juxtaposing Barack Obama with 
Gandhi, and John McCain with Hitler. 

“I’m allowed to have an opinion,” she

This 
touching documentary about the AIDS epidem- 
ic in Malawi— written, produced and narrated by 
the pop star— could have been a vanity piece, but 
her onscreen presence is kept to a minimum. 

Madonna’s involvement with Malawi— she has 
adopted a child from there, David, and is open- 
ing a school there— gives the film the feel of an intimate journey. But 
she smardy mentions David only briefly, saying, “I decided to try and 
adopt him; the rest is history” 

For the most part, the camera focuses on the Malawian people, 
on luminaries such as former President Bill Clinton and Bishop 
Desmond Tutu, and the aid workers in the country 
What works: The film, directed by first-timer Nathan Rissman, works 
best when it focuses on the stories of Malawi’s people, including 
a mom dying of AIDS who worries about her soon-to-be-orphaned son.
